SIR, 

I HAVE the honour to submit to you the 59th issue of the 
“ Annual Summary,” containing the numbers of Marriages, Births, 
and Deaths registered in England and Wales and in each Registration 
County during the year 1912, with detailed information relating to 
the Vital Statistics of London and of other Towns. These figures, 
which, being a summary of the Weekly and Quarterly Returns 
issued throughout the year, relate to towns with populations 
exceeding 20,000 at the census of 1911, have been tabulated from 
the returns furnished by the several Registrars acting throughout 
the country, and except in the case of London the corrections 
applied for deaths occurring outside the district of residence have 
been made by the Registrars. 

A more detailed analysis of the statistics for England and 
Wales, and of the various administrative areas, compiled from the 
registers deposited in this Office, is now in progress; the results 
will be published in my Annual Report for the year 1912, and will 
probably be found to differ slightly from those contained herein, 
because they will be fully corrected by the inclusion or exclusion as 
the case may be of persons dying away from their homes, whereas 
for the purpose of this Summary such correction is practicable only 
to a partial extent. 

Since the publication of the Annual Summary for the year 1911 
new factors for correcting the death-rates for differences of sex 
and age constitution of population have been calculated, the new 
factors being based upon the populations enumerated in 1911. 
The factors for the 95 great towns are shown in Table II., p. vii 
and those for the Metropolitan Boroughs in Table IV., p- X1v.

England and Wales. 


POPULATION. 


The population of England and Wales, enumerated at the Census 
of 1911, consisted of 36,070,492 persons, and on the assumption 
that the rate of increase which had prevailed in the last completed 
intercensal period has since been maintained, the population in the 
middle of the year 1912 is estimated to have increased to 36,539,636 
persons, of whom 17,672,985 were males and 18,866,651 were 
females. The populations of the constituent areas of the country 
have been estimated by the method described in the Annual Report 
for the year 1907 (pages cxxxli-cxxxIv ) and in that for 1910 (pages 
X1-xil). 

The following statistics for England and Wales, having been 
derived from returns furnished periodically by the local Registrars, 
are subject to revision when the causes of death and other details 
shall have been finally classified and tabulated for publication in the 
Registrar-General’s Annual Report for 1912, which is now in 
course of preparation. 

Table 1, p. 2, shows the numbers of marriages, births and deaths 
and the deaths from several causes, together with certain corre- 
sponding rates in each of the Registration Counties. 


MARRIAGES. 


The marriages in England and Wales during the year 1912 
numbered 283,195 corresponding to a rate of 15°5 persons married 
per 1,000 of the population at all ages. This rate was 0°3 per 1,000 
above the corresponding rate in 1911, and 0°1 above the average 
rate in the ten years 1902-1911. 


BIRTHS. 

The births registered in the year 1912 numbered 872,767, and 
were in the proportion of 23°8 per 1,000 of the population at all 
ages; this rate was 0°6 per 1,000 below the rate in 1911, the lowest 
till then recorded ; it was 3°0 per 1,000 below the average for the 
preceding ten years. | 
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DEATHS. 


The deaths registered in the year 1912 numbered 486,967, and 
were in the proportion of 13°3 per 1,000 of the population ; this rate 
was 13 per 1,000 below that in 1911, and was the lowest yet 
recorded ; it was 1°9 per 1,000 below the average for the preceding 
ten years. 

Mortality at Different Ages.—Of the 486,967 deaths registered in 
the year under notice 82,939 were those of infants under one year 
of age, 250,379 those of persons between one year and 65 years, 
and 153,649 those of persons aged 65 years and upwards. 

Infantile mortality, measured by the proportion of deaths under 
one year of age to registered births, was 95 per 1,000, or 35 per 
1,000 less than the rate in 1911. It was 30 per 1,000 below the 
average for the preceding ten years, and was the lowest rate on 
record. 

The mortality among persons aged between one and sixty-five 
years was at the rate of 7:4 per 1,000 of the estimated population 
at this group of ages, being 0°9 per 1,000 below the mean rate in the 
preceding ten years. Among persons aged 65 years and upwards 
the mortality was at the rate of 80°3 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population at this group of ages, being 1:7 per 1,000 below the 
mean rate in the ten preceding years. 

The following table shows, in summary form, the birth-rates 
and the crude and corrected death-rates during 1912,in England 
and Wales as a whole and in several groups of areas :—.

The number of. towns with populations 
above this limit was thus 94 at the beginning of 1912, but on 
Ist April the boundary of Cambridge was extended to include an 
area with more than 50,000 population in 1911, thus raising the 
number of Great Towns to 95. 

The numbers of births and deaths, and an analysis of the latter 
by age and by cause, is shown for each of the great towns in 
Table 2, and the corresponding rates in Table 3, while in Table 4 
certain of these rates are compared with the corresponding averages 
for the preceding five years.

BIRTHS. 


The births registered in these towns in the period of 52 weeks 
ended 28th December, 1912, numbered 436,166, and were equal to a 
rate of 24°8 per 1,000 of the population, the rates in the years 
1909, 1910 and 1911 in an approximate group of towns having 
been 26°8, 26°1 and 25°3 respectively. | 


DEATHS. 


The deaths registered in the above-named period numbered 
242,689, and corresponded to a crude rate of 13°8 per 1,000 persons 
living, the rates in the years 1909, 1910 and 1911 in an approximate 
group of towns having been 15:3, 14°0 and 15°3 respectively.

Mortality at Different Ages.—Of the 242,689 deaths registered in 
1912 in the 95 great towns, 44,086 were those of infants under one 
year of age, 133,053 those of persons aged between one year 
and 65 years, and 65,550 those of persons aged 65 years and 
upwards. 


The rate of infantile mortality was 101 per 1,000 births, the 
mean proportion in the preceding five years having been 125. 


The mortality among persons aged between one year and 65 years 
was at the rate of 8°1 per 1,000 of the estimated population at this 
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group of ages, this rate being 0°7 per 1,000 above the mean rate in 
the country as a whole. 


Among persons aged 65 years and upwards the mortality was at 
the rate of 83°] per 1,000 of the estimated population at this group 
of ages, this rate being 2°8 per 1,000 above the mean rate in 
England and Wales. 


CAUSES OF DraTH. 


The death-rate from enteric fever in the ninety-five towns was 
- 0°04 per 1,000, or 0°03 below the average death-rate from “ fever ” 
in the preceding five years: the highest death-rates among the 
towns were 0°11 in Stoke on Trent, 0°12 in Warrington and in 
Hull, 0°14 in Wigan, 0°16 in Devonport and in Rotherham, and 
0°17 in Bradford. 


The death-rate from measles was 0°47 per 1,000, or 0:07 
more than the average: the .highest rates were 1:06 in Salford, 
1:10 in Cardiff, 1:15 in Liverpool and in Warrington, 1°42 in 
— Merthyr Tydfil, 1°51 in Rotherham, and 1:70 in Middlesbrough. 


The death-rate from scarlet fever was 0°06 per 1,000 being 
0:04 below the average: the highest rates were 0:19 in 
Barnsley, in Middlesbrough and in Darlington, 0°24 in Dewsbury, 
0:27 in Aberdare, and 0°31 in Preston. 


From whooping-cough the death-rate was 0°26 per 1,000, 
or 0°03 below the average: the highest rates being 0°50 in 
Barrow in Furness, 0°51 in Rhondda, 0°55 in Salford, 0°57 in 
West Bromwich, 0°85 in Walsall, and 1°02 in Merthyr Tydfil. 


Diphtheria caused a death-rate of 0°13 per 1,000, or 0:03 less 
than the average : the highest rates being 0°27 in West Hartlepool, 
0°28 in Swansea, 0°30 in Gillingham, 0°34 in Preston, 0°40 in 
Barrow in Furness, 0°53 in Portsmouth, and 0°88 in Cambridge. 


The deaths of children under two years of age from diarrhva 
and enteritis were equal to 10°91 per 1,000 births registered, the 
highest rates among the towns being 15°25 in Walsall, 15°63 in 
Wigan, 16°17 in Burnley, 17°02 in Stoke on Trent, 17°29 in 
Birkenhead, and 20°42 in Liverpool. 


Small-pox was the cause of seven deaths in the ninety-five towns: » 
of these three belonged to Bristol and one each to London, 
Wolverhampton, Manchester and Huddersfield. 


The death-rate from violence was 0°53 per 1,000, the highest rates 
among the towns being 0°75 in Barnsley and in Hull, 0:77 in 
Rotherham, 0°79 in Merthyr Tydfil, 0°90 in Stockton on Tees, 
and 0°99 in Aberdare. | 
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Deaths in public institutions.—In the 94 great towns 28°3 per cent. 
of the total deaths occurred in public institutions as compared with 
21°4 per cent. in the country as a whole. | 


Certification of causes of death.—In the 95 towns 90°8 per cent. 
of the deaths were certified by registered medical practitioners and 
_8'4 per cent. by coroners after inquests, the remaining 0°8 per cent. 
being uncertified: in the country as a whole the corresponding 
proportions were 912, 7-5 and 1:3 per cent. respectively. 


NotTirigep CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASES. 


In Tables 8 and 9 will be found a statement of the number of 

cases of infectious diseases notified during 1912 to the Sanitary 
Authorities of certain large towns of Kngland and Wales and of 
the Metropolitan Boroughs. These tables have been furnished by 
the Local Government Board and by the London County 
Council. The facts contained in them’ are for the most part 
to be found in the report of the Local Government Board 
entitled “ Statistics of the Incidence of Notifiable Infectious 
Diseases in each Sanitary District in Kngland and Wales during 
the year 1912.” In this report will be found lists of the Adminis. 
trative Counties and County Boroughs having the highest and 
lowest rates of incidence in the case of each disease. In Tables 10 
and 11 the numbers in Tables 8 and 9 are reduced to rates per 
"1,000 living of the respective populations. 


LONDON. 
POPULATION. 


The population of the Administrative County of London 
enumerated at the end of March, 1901, was 4,536,267, and by the 
beginning of April, 1911, it had declined to 4,521,685 ; in the middle 
of 1912 it is estimated at 4,519,754 persons. The populations of 
the City of London, of the City of Westminster and of each of the 
Metropolitan Boroughs as estimated to the middle of the year 1912, 
are shown in Table 16, which shows also for each borough the 
births and the deaths during 1912, distinguishing the deaths from 
the principal epidemic diseases and. from phthisis, and deaths of 
infants under one year of age. The corresponding rates are shown 
_in Table 17, and these are compared with the averages for the 
preceding quinquennium in Table 18. 


MARRIAGES. 


The marriages in London during the year 1912 numbered 42,2275 
corresponding to a rate of 18°6 persons married per 1,000 of the 
estimated population at all ages. This rate is the highest recorded 
since 1899: it shows an increase of 0°8 per 1,000 over that in 


1911, and is 1*2 per 1,000 above the ayerage rate in the five years 
1907-11, | 


Xi London. 


BIRTHS, 


The births recorded in London during the 52 weeks ended 
28th December, 1912, after distribution: of the births occurring in 
the chief institutions receiving maternity cases, numbered 110,353. 
This number was in the proportion of 24°5 per 1,000 of the total 
population ; this is 0°3 below the rate in 1911 and is the lowest rate 
recorded in the Metropolis since civil registration was established. 
The rate in England and Wales in 1912 was 23°8 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. 


Still-births are now recorded under the provisions of the 
Notification of Births Act which has been in force throughout the 
whole of London during the past three years. The following 
figures relating to still-births are quoted from a statement kindly 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the County of London. 


The number of births of living children notified in London during 
1912 was 103,708, or 92°0 per cent, of the number registered, 112,759. 


In addition to the notifications of 103,708 live-born children 
2,593 still-births were notified, the latter being equal to 2°4 per 
cent. of the total, against. 2°3 per cent. in 1911, 2°2 per cent. in 
1910, and 2°3 per cent. in i909 when the act was only partially ; 
in force.* | 


The figures furnished by Dr. Hamer also afford the means of 
determining the frequency of multiple births, the number of such — 
cases being stated in all but two of the metropolitan boroughs. Of 
the 100,656 notified births concerning which this information is 
available 2,272 were twin children. Of the 1,136 twin births, 
1,029 were cases in which both children were born alive; in 92 
cases one child was born dead, and in 15 other cases both were still- 
born. Thus of the 2,272 twin children, 2,150 were live-born and 
122 still-born, the latter number being equal to 5:4 per cent. of 
the total, or more than twice the average among all children ; in 
1911 the proportion was 6°3 per cent. In 14 cases triplets were 
born, all the children being born alive in 12 cases while there was 
1 still-born child in two cases. Thus of the 42 children born as 
triplets, 40 were born alive and 2 were still-born, the proportion 
of still-births being 4°8 per cent., or twice the proportion 
among all children; in 1911 the proportion was 8°3 per cent. 
The following table gives an analysis of the births con- 
cerning which information respecting multiple births is available 





* It may be interesting to note that this percentage of still-births is 
generally exceeded in European towns. Thus in the years 1909 or 1910 the 
proportion was 2°8 per cent. in Prague, 3°3 per cent. in Breslau, Stockholm 
and Milan, 3°7 per cent. in Vienna and Munich, 3°9 per cent. in Dresden, 
4:4 per cent. in Antwerp, 5:3 per cent. in Brussels, and in Paris during the 
years 1896-1906 it averaged 8°6 per cent. Unfortunately the value of these 
figures for comparative purposes is impaired by the fact that the definition of 
still-birth varies in different countries.

Legitimate and LIlegitimate Births —O£f the 110,353 births 
belonging to London, 106,188 were those of legitimate and 4,165 
those of illegitimate children. Calculated upon the total population 
these numbers were equal to rates of 23°6 and 0°9 per 1,000 living 
respectively, the illegitimate amounting to 3°8 per cent. of the total 
births. 





Proportion of Males and Females at Birth—The male births 
numbered 56,509 and the female births 53,844, the males being in 
the proportion of 1,049 to 1,000 females, the average proportion 
in the preceding quingennium having been 1,037. 


DEATHS, 


The deaths registered in London in the 52 weeks ended 28th 
December, 1912, numbered 61,473. Complete inclusion of the 
deaths of Londoners occurring outside the County is impracticable 
for the purpose of this report, but a fairly close approximation to 
the number of deaths belonging to the County may be arrived at 
by (a) inclusion of 2,719 deaths of London residents occurring in 
the outer ring or in Metropolitan institutions situated outside the 
County boundaries and (b) exclusion of 3,092 deaths of non- 
residents occurring within the County boundaries. This correction 
gives a total of 61,100 deaths belonging to the County of London, 
corresponding to a rate of 13°6 per 1,000 of the estimated popu- 
lation. The rate in 1912 was 1:4 below that recorded in the 
previous year, and was 1'l below the average rate for the five 
years 1907-1911.

Sex.—The 61,100 deaths of persons recorded in 1912 as belonging 
to London included 31,594 of males and 29,506 of females. The 
death-rate of males was 14°9 and that of females 12°4 per 1,000 
living of each sex respectively. Compared with the average in the 
preceding five years, these rates showed respectively an increase of 
1-2 and 1:1 per 1,000. Taking the mortality of females as 1,000 
that of males was 1,208. 


Infantile Mortahty.—From the beginning of this century, the 
rate of infantile mortality declined, with fluctuations, and reached 
the low point, 103 per 1,000, in 1910. In 1911 the rate rose to 
129 per 1,000 births, but in 1912 it fell again by no less than 38 
per 1,000, and reached the lowest point on record, namely, 91 per 
1,000 births.
